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ABSTRACT 

This bibliography of books either written by 
Canadians or with Canadian content is compiled and distributed to all 
Manitoba schools in order to assist teachers, librarians, and 
administrators in the selection of quality materials. Grade levels, 
not necessarily the same as reading levels, are indicated by broad 
categories: early years (K-A) ; middle years (5-8); and senior years 
(9-12). The materials are rated by the following categories: highly 
recommended; recommended; recommended with reservations; and not 
recommended by reviewer. Where provided, price and ISBN number are 
included for each item. Subject headings used are the ones which 
correspond most closely to the subjects taught in school and include: 
Activity Books; Art — Hobbies & Crafts; Canadian Studies; Guidance; 
Health; History; Home Economics — Family Life; Language and 
Literature; Miscellaneous; Native Studies; Professional Development; 
Reference; Science; Social Studies; and Women^s Studies. A directory 
of publishers and index of titles are included. (ALF) 
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PREFACE 



Hie original edition of this bibliography was compiled and distributed <o all Manitoba 
schools in order to make quality Canadian materials known to teachers, librarians and 
administrators. Since that time the area of publishing for children and young adults in 
Canada has unrlergone a period of exciting growth. Although Canadian materials suitable 
for some subject areas are still limited in quantity, the publication of In Search of 
Canadian Materials and its Su pplements has proven that more and more quality materials 
are available each year. [PLEASE NOTE: Since 1978, In Search of Canadian Materials 
has been treated as an annual and thus the practice of issuing supplements discontinued.] 

This publication is an aid designed to assist in the selection of materials for schools. 
Grade levels are indicated by broad categories; particular suitability is indicated; and, 
where provided, price and ISBN stated for each item. The reviews fall into four 
categories: highly recommended, recommended, recommended with reservations, and 
not recommended by reviewer. The inclusion of this last category was provided for users 
of the bibliography to recognize that, although the title has been considered it has been 
rejected for particular reasons. In addition, it is important for teacher-librarians to seek 
out other reviewing media if they wish further critical analysis of a title under 
consideration. Another source of reviews is CM : a reviewing journal of Canadian 
materials for young people available from the Canadian Library Association in Ottawa. 
All persons involved in ordering materials for school library or cla oom use should 
have an opportunity to use In Search of Canadian Materials 199L which is distributed 
to all schools in Manitoba.

GRADE LEVEL - has been indicated by three broad categories: 
Early Years (K<4); Middle Years (5-8); Senior 
Years (9-12) 

The coding does not indicate the reading level of the material, as some books are 
included at lower levels because liiey are useful as teachers' reference materials. Most 
of the strictly Early Years (K-4) materials are included in the ''Picture Book" category, 
but other books suitable for Early Years readers can be found among the titles noted as 
Early Years. 

SUBJECT HEADINGS - those used are the ones which correspond most closely to the 
subjects taught in schoo), so that teachers can find materials appropriate to their subject 
areas. Occasionally materials cover several areas; so the title index is useful if you are 
unable to locate something by subject headings. 

SELECTION GUIDE - the items included represent what are generally considered 
quality materials by educators. However, some items do contain passages which some 
segments of the community may find offensive due to the explicitness of the text or to 
the religious, social or political views expressed. The nature of the community served 
by the school should be kept in mind when selecting materials. 

A rating system includes four categories: Highly Recommended; Recommended; 
Recommended with Reservations; and Not Recommended by Reviewer. Special caution 
should be exercised when selecting materials wich the latter two ratings. 

The bibliography includes materials which have Canadian content, or are written by 
Canadians. 

PRICES - fluctuate rapidly; and the user should be aware that the stated price may not 
be the current one. Some prices were not supplied with review copies of the books. For 
ease in ordering, the ISBN is included for most of the titles.
